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I I . THE SBIR PROGRAM 


The Small Business _l_nnovatlon Research Program began In 1982 

with the enactment of the Smal i Business Innovation Development 
Act . 


On October 6, 1986, legislation was signed which reauthorized 
the program through September 30, 1993. 

The Act required agencies of the Federal Government with 
extramural budgets for research or R&D In excess of $100 million 
to establish SBIR Programs. Funding for the program is derived 
from fixed percentages of each participant agency's R&D budget.

Since the beginning of this program, there have been 
approx I mate I y 12, 000 SB I R awards totalling $1.3 billion. 


III. THE THREE PHASES OF THE SBIR PROGRAM 


SBIR Is a highly competitive award system consisting of the 
following three phases: 


PHASE I 


Is to evaluate the scientific technical merit and 
f eas I b I I I ty of an idea. Awards of up to $50,000 
with a period of performance normally not to exceed 
six months are involved. 


ONLY PHASE I AWARDEES ARE ELIGIBLE FOR CONS I DERA-

PHASE I I 


is to expand on the results of and further pursue 
the development of Phase I. Awards of $500,000 or 
less with a period of performance normally not to 
exceed two years are involved. 


PHASE I I I 


Is for the commercialization of the results of Phase 
I I and requires the use of private or non-SBiR 
Federal funding. No SBIR funds may be utilized in 
this Phase. ~

SBA usual ly pub I Ishes PSA's quarterly — In March, June, 
September and December of each year. 

PSA's contain data on all of the SB I R solicitations scheduled 
for release during the following 3-month period. For example, a 
PSA published In December would Include details on SB I R 
solicitations to be released In January, February and March. 

They also may contain Information on previously announced SB I R 
solicitations that are still open.

Sma I I Bus I ness . A small business concern Is one that, at the 
time of award of SBIR Phase I and Phase II funding agreements, 
meets the following criteria. 


1. Is Independently owned and operated. Is not dominant 
In the field of operation In which it Is proposing, 
has Its principal place of business located in the 
United States and Is organized for profit; 

2. 1 s at least 51 percent owned, or In the case of a 
publicly owned business, at least 51 percent of its 
voting stock is owned by United States citizens or 
lawfully admitted permanent resident aliens; 

3. Has, including its affiliates, a number of employees 
not exceeding 500 , and meets the other regulatory 
requirements found In 13 CFR Part 121. Business 
concerns, other than investment companies licensed, or 
state development companies qualifying under the Small 
Business Investment Act of 1958, 15 U.S.C. 661, e;t 
seq., are affiliates of one another when either

directly or Indirectly (A) one concern controls or has 
the power to control the other; or (B) a third party 
or parties controls or has the power to control both.

CFR 121. The term " number of employees ” Is also 
defined In 13 CFR 121. Business concerns include, but 
are not limited to, any Individual, partnership, 
corporation.

SBIR Phase 1 Proposals are limited to (25) pages. 

Under the SBIR Program, proposals are evaluated competitively by 
the participating Federal agencies to determine the best 
innovative solutions to the designated technical topics. 

SBIR Awards are made on a competitive basis . The selection 
criteria for this competitive process are further explained In 
the SBIR Program Solicitations released by each of the Federal 
agencies participating in the program.
